Stevenson told them the 1,200 to 1,300 jobs eliminated in his

•old to the "natives." 


Run Own Show 


This worked until the "natives" 


began making their own goods 
and getting fresh new ideas about 
running their own show generally. 
There came a time when the cost 
of keeping some colonies in that 


outran the predictable 
condition 
return. 


As a people, the British never 


niques have not yet proved up to 
the job. 


American has taken her place 


as chief supplier of finished goods 
to the world, and the demand for 
such American goods has put the 
yankee dollar ahead of the pound 
sterling as the world's most want- 
ed money. 


Bntain herself must seek dol- 


lars, so she can buy things she 
needs from this country, or ,from 
areas demanding dollars. 


But these are secondary things. 


The basic fact seems to be that 
Britain ain't what she used to be. 
That was a factory for a colonial 
world where she had the inside 
track to buy and sell pretty much 
on her * own terms.

Britain had to tackle the deli- 


cate part of this just as she 
emerged exhausted from World 
War n and faced a postwar world 
that had turned to other suppliers. 
Some of her own dependencies, to 
whom she now owed money for 
the war, were buying elsewhere. 


Within the framework of the 


new commonwealth, she has tried 
to rebuilt her trade with these 
areas, and has partly succeeded. 
But the basic fact is that they 
are no longer economic colonies in 
the old sense. 


Depended On Colonies 


In other words, the old Britain 


was as rich as she was partly be- 
cause of her colonies. The colonial 
economic system through which 
they added to her wealth is on its 
way out. Britain now competes in 
world markets on a different ba

Wailing for 'Dust to Settle' in 


China Is Something Quite Risky 


Most Americans probably would agree that it doesn't 


make sense for us to have a strong, clear policy toward 
Europe and no policy at all toward Asia. 
For Europe, we devise the Marshall Plan, the North At- 


lantic Treaty and the arms aid program. For China chief 
tawUe spot in the Orient, we offer nothing but an attitude 
of "wait until the dust settles." 
. 
. 
What good does it do to contain communism in Europe 


if we stand idly by while it spills unchecked over China? 


In view of Chinese Communists' own statements, no real- 


istic American statesman can continue to believe that some- 
how communism in Asia is less of a menace to us than it is 


India or any other sizable part of Asia in Com- 


munist hands is just as much a threat as a Red France or 
Italv. 
" isn't it time we did something about it? 
To do something, it is plain we must support some sort 


of non-Communist government in China. The present Na- 
tionalist regime is said to be honeycombed with corruption 
and incompetence. The State Department believes it un- 
worthy of our support. 
But do we have the leisure to press for government re- 


forms before extending aid? The pace of the Red march 
in South China raises doubts. 
. 


Harold J. Noble, a specialist in Far Eastern affairs, pre- 


sents in the Saturday Evening Tost what seems like a wise 
suggestion for a starter. He says a competent military plan- 
ning "board should be asked to decide whether there is any 
military aid we might effectively extend to non-Communist 


I o 
This would involve measuring the strength and likely 


future morale of Nationalist armies, the areas they might 
successfully defend, and the kind and amount of arms they 
could put to good use. 
From the answers of the military experts we would learn 


whether we should try to salvage part of continental China 
or ought better to write it off and get set for a slow uphill 
climb in support of an exiled government on the island of 
Formosa or elsewhere. 


On this point, Chiang Kai-shek, self-proclaime^ once 


more as Nationalist China's real leader, said recently that the 
Communists hold less of China than did the Japanese at their 
high tide. And the Japs never penetrated the mountain and 
desert barrier guarding western China, where 150,000,000 of 
the nation's 400,000,000 people live. 


There are other vital steps we must take for the defense 


of Asia. But none match in importance the issue of deciding 


if anything— to halt the flow of 


Should we wait instead for the dust to settle, we may 


find that when the air clears the Red flag is fluttering from 
all the capitols of Asia.

State's Corn 
Crop to Near 
1948's Record 


Springfield, 111., July 12—(AP) 


—A near record corn crop of Ml,- 
000,000 bushels was forecast for 
Illinois today by the state-federal 
agriculture departments. 


The estimated production figure 


is only 9,000,000 bushels short of 
last year's all time high. 


Crop* Outlook Good 


The departments said the gen- 


eral outlook for all crops is rec- 
ord or near record yields on the 
largest acreage for harvest in Il- 
linois since World War I. 


Based on July 1 conditions, the 


corn crop is expected to yield «JO 
bushels an acre—one bushel be- 
low the 1948 record high and 11.7 
bushels above the ten year (1938- 
47) average. 


Corn got off to a good start 


and is ahead of normal growth, 
with stands averaging four feet 
tall during the first week in July. 
However, corn borer infestation is 
expected to be heavier than usual. 


Soybean p'roduction will not be 


estimated until next month but 
good stands and the crop's gen- 
eral progress provide a favorable 
outlook.

Washington, July'12.—(AP)—"If" is the big word in where we 


are heading, up or down. 


The American economy is still at high speed, but it's sliding down 


bill. Compare today with a year ago: 


Unemployment—Almost 4,000, about double what it was a year 


ago; production—running 13 per cent less; corporation profits—around 
13 per cent less; farm income—down 8 per cent. 


Will it get better? Worse? Will 


we tumble into a depression! 


Some of the top economists can't 


give a flat "yes" or "no" an- 
swer. When you cut through all 
their big words, the main point 
is "if. 


They think things will get bet- 


terafter a little more sliding down 
— if business, labor, consumers 
and the government do certain 
things. 


They suggest Borne remedies 


and — if — the country follows 
the prescription, then things ought 
to level off and be all right again. 


This was made clear yesterday 


in two big and important reports 
by four outstanding economists. 


Government Men 


One was by President Truman's 


three-man council of economic ad- 
visers. They work for the govern- 
ment. 


The other was Robert Nathan, 


hired by the CIO to make a special 
report on what's happening. When 
he worked for the government a 
few years ago, he was one of the 
most important economist. 


The president's council took 125- 


long-winded pages to state their 
case. In much tighter prose, Na- 
than took 50 pages. 
But when 


economists handle the language, 
you have to use tweezers to take 
it apart. 


The president's three-man coun- 


cil said: 


There is considerable possibility 


that present adjustments will lead, 
after some further declines this 
lummer, to an increase in produc- 
tion." 


(Things will get worse before 


they get better, if they get bet- 
ter.) 


They went on: 
"But there is still reason for 


real concern that the present slack 
may take a more serious reces- 
sionary turn, or not be succeeded 
by an expansion of satisfactory 
levels of employment and produc- 
tion." 


They continued: 
"Consequently, it is necessary to 


approach the situation with post 
tive and constructive 
measures 


rather than to assume that the 


recuperative factors at work are 
adequate in themselves."

New York, July 12—(AP)— Unemployment figures, like every- 


thing elbe, are reflecting the return to a normal buyers' market. 


But unemployment, while on the increase recently, still is only 


slightly above average when viewed ui the perspective of the lait 
hundred years. 


However, that'a amall comfort 


to the 3,778,000 persons pounding 
the pavements looking for work 
today. And it is little help to a 
community paralyzed when its 
biggest industry shuts down. 


But the ligures show that, even 


if the nation maintains a fairly 
prosperous economy with 
"full 


employment" in coming years, we 
can expect at least an average 
minimum unemployment of be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 3,500,000. 


That conclusion is based on a i cent, 


study by The Twentieth Century 
Fund, which found that five per 
cent of the labor force under nor- 
mal conditions <ue looking for 
woik at any gi\en tune. The fund 
is a non-protit foundation con- 


that has been called an average 
minimum unemplqyment. 


Projection of these figure* into 


the future indicate a labor force 
in I960 of 63,400,000 with five per 
gent unemployment amounting to 
3,200,000 persons. 


As for the coming winter, if 


5,000,000 unemployed is the "dan- 
ger line," then the number of job- 
less in the present big labor torte 
would rise to nearly eight per

Television for 
Nation.on Way 


Washington, 
July 12—(AP) — 


Bigger and better television is on 
the way—but the projected expan- 
sion may take as much as • two 
years getting into full swing. 


The 
Federal 
Communications 


Commission late yesterday issued 
long-awaited proposals for quad- 
rpling video operations to bring 
visual broadcasting to all parts 
of the nation. 


Forty-two, new elevision send- 


ing channels, in addition to the 
dozen already in use are contem- 
plated. 


The FCC proposed that the new 


channels employ frequencies in the 
"ultra high" spectrum previously 
reserved 
*f o r 
experimentation. 


These frequencies are out of the 
reach of most receiving sets now 
in the hands of the public without 
adding "converted" or other spe- 
cial attachments. 


The present twelve channels use 


"very high" frequencies. 


FCC proposed a revised table of 


channel allocations for cities and 
towns across the country. In the 
re-shuffle, 
some 
centers 
would 


lose previously allotted channels, 
but 
many 
metropolitan 
areas 


would gain added facilities for lo- 
cal broadcasting. 


FCC officials said the proposed 


multiplying 
of 
channels 
would 


make possible about 2,245 broad- 
casting stations in 1,400 cities and 
towns. They said only 543 stations 
in 221 locations can be squeezed 
on present channels. 


Everything announced by the 


commission was in the form of 
"proposals." It will receive public 
and industry comment during the 
next month and then open hear- 
ings on the proposals August 39.
